The  corning  care  rr.d  wo  went  to  e  Chinese  farcer's 
bfrr.  near  tho  village  of  Powaehan.  During  tho  course  of  tho  day,  the 
vord  got  r round  that  Vo  were  thero,  and  the  Chinese  farcer  reported 
ub  to  the  local  Ch*nouo  puppot  troop  authorities,  who  capture^  uk 
and  turned  us  over  to  tho  Japanese.  We  spent  two  days  in  the  Woonung 
Lilitrry  police  Jail  md  were  tekon  back  handcuffed  and  led  around  the 
prison  car  u  to  al.ov  the  a  how  wo  eocaped.

try  in.  to  cake  pn  imprensio:  on  ur,  by  giving  us  oupecially  good  troot— 
rent.  Wo  wore  allowed  to  buy  clothing  in  the  city  and  also  extra  food 
bcc/uec  tho  Jaornese  food  was  very  poor.  ,<hile  wr  were  there  under 
quoctioning,  we  received  no  ill  treatront  other  tlnn  that  our  colls 
were  infobtoc.  v/ith  lice,  rnu  thet  wo  wore  requiroo.  not  to  talk,  and 
wero  required  to  ait  in  tho  snre  position  all  c.ey  long.  Tnose  of  us 
who  did  tr Ik,  on  o  cu  occasions,  including  cyaelf,  woro  hit  over  the 
head  witn  a.  club  oy  the  Jpprneoe  .  uards,  which  wus  done  core  or  lees  no 
n  natter  cf  routine. 

On  the  14th  of  April,  wo  were  taken  to  tho  Military  prison  at  Zieng  Wan 
whore  we  wore  kcot  for  tvo  r. oaths  while  nwa.it  in.?  trial.  We  had  a  trial  on 
14  Aoril,  the  dry  ve  arrived,  but  it  a  pparently  did  not  suit  the  Ja.ps, 
so  thoy  f.rve  un  mother  cne  on  2  Juno.  Tho  conuiti^no  of  our  conf ir.econt 
ware  bad  only  fro  the  o«.  int  of  view  that  ve  were  actually  confined  in 
solitary  confinement  for  23-3/4  hours  a  dny  as  mi  average.  The  food 
wasn't  bed,  paid,  we  woro  able  to  keep  fairly  clean.  V.e  exorcised  every 
othor  day  for  /  bout  thirty  cinutos.  The  trials  rere  not  really  trials 
in  the  ordinary  sense  of  the  word,  but  verc  cercly  hear in  ;s  because  we 
h-"u  had  nothin,  to  c;  ncorl.  The  Jaoe  'id  not  try  to  get  information  by 
fore  ful  c  mu.  iho  trial  was  presided  over  by  a  J.ap  Gen  ore  1  with  one 
C  ,lo:.el  end  one  Major  ns  the  other  r.e.-bers,  and  a  prosecutor  with  the 
rank  cf  Captain.  We  brought  attention  to  the  various  international 
conventions  and.  pointed  out  that  under  these  pgreeccnts,  the  caxicuc 
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punishment  for  escape  wee  30  uc.vu  of  solitary  cnf inomont.  Vo  already 
n  d  undergone  two  months  of  solitary  and  a  month  of  other  ccnf inement. 

-he  vs  panose  court  ccntenued  that  they  vere  not  signatories  of  the 
fii./cj.ti  i.  aj  d  wore  not  bound  by  the  oruvit  ions  cf  the  Geneva  Convention 
agreement c.  -..ey  tn_d  us  under  provisions  if  Japanese  military  law  as 
deserters  from  the  Japnneso  Army,  The  three  military  members  of  the  eocapo 
party  wore  sentenced  to  ton  years  confinement,  hr.  Toters,  to  two  years, 
and  tr.e  Chinese  bey,  to  one  year  confinement.  On  the  8th  of  June,  we  wore 
raeved  to  Shanghai  Municipal  Jail,  locally  known  as  tho  lard  ho  ad  Jail,  to 
servo  out  our  sentences.  Ve  remained  thore  for  .two  years  and  four  months.

V  received  revrral  letters 
duriiu.  the  first  few  uonths,  cut  durin.  the  lrot  nix.  ;.onthe  we  did 
not.  wo  wore  not  allowed  ar.y  tobrcco.  Vihen  v.e  vere  in  Kian*.  wan  and 
Nankin,-,  c>  th  places  wore  bo.  bed  several  tines  by  b.  S.  ju*ny  bo.  bore.

From  your  obsorvat Lou,  In  your  opinion,  wan  tho  lpck  of  food  uuo  to 
tho  lack  cf  the  food  supplies  of  the  Japanese.  or  was  it  a  planned 
systom  of  s verves ion?

'•Kite,  mu’.  1-arr ,  and  Cgt  Doshazer.  They  were  confined  in  that  prison 
for  two  days  after  our  release  and  until  I  ..  „de  contact  with  tho  roscuo 
nissior.  and  told  thon  of  their  whereabout s.  I  die  not  see  these  men  rt 
Nankin, v,  hut  ..id  see  thee  in  the  ceils  in  the  Pekin*.  military  prison 
as  I  w»s  coin,  to  and  fro.  the  wash- root.?  however,  I  did  not  «.ot  to  hold 
any  conversation  with  them  until  after  our  release.
